1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Lawrence Eiser (#41009) on 10/7/2004.

In claim 2 page 13, line 21 "pivotally" has been changed to - - rotatably - - and in 
line 22, "that" has been changed to - - said sliding seat - -. 
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The above changes have been made to overcome indefiniteness in the claim 
language and specification. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
combination specifically including the slidable system module on the expansion base 
with a pair of sliding units having upper and lower rolling members as claimed is not 
rendered obvious by the prior art. 

The art of Kumar et al. (Patent # 5,548,478) teaches the use of the sliding 
grooves and on the base module extending between the front and rear walls, and the 
use of a rolling member, but fails to teach the a sliding seat disposed outwardly of the 
sliding groove. Note also references to Kim (Patent # 6,351 ,372), Chen (Patent # 
6,771 ,493) and Zaidan (Patent # 5,494,447).
